CARTER JOINS HALL’S FORCES. 


Ashanti Relief Expedition Is Mak- 
ing Slow Advance. 

London, June 11.—Colone] Willcocks, in 
command of the Ashanti relief expedition, 
cables from Phrahsu, under date of June 
Sth. as follows: 
©“‘Have just received a message from 
Colonel Carter from Kwisa, reporting that 
he advanced June 6th, effecting a junce- 
tion with Captain Hall at Kekwai. He 
found the rebe] forces strong:y fortified 
at Dompoassi.

Hsu’s Tutor Decleres the Empress 
Should Be Removed. 

London, June 12.—The Shanghai corre- 
spcndent of The Daily Express, tele- 
graphing vesterday, says: 

“Weng Tung Ho, Emperor Kwong Hsu's 
tutor and confidant, who was dismissed 
by the dowager empress after the coup 


| d'etat in 1898, sends with the special sanc- 


tion of the emperor and his party, includ- 
ing three viceroys, a message to the pe>- 
ple of the west. In part it is as follows: 

““His majesty, is convinced. through 
amply trustworthy sources, that the loyal 
£u) port of many ecores of millions of the 
Chinese will be accorded to his proposals 
for putting an end to the state of anar- 
chy brought by the action of the Empress 
Hsi Tsi. 

“*The government of China being vir- 
tually rcn-existent, the emperor proposes 
that the foreign powers whose troops 
dcmirate the capital shall remove his 
imperial person from the palace in which 
his majesty is confined a priscner, shall 
declare Empress Hsi Tsi and her present 
min.eters to be usurpers and shall bring 
Emperor*Kwang Hsu to Nan Kine. Wu 
Chang or Shanghai, whichever the said 
foreign powers deem to be the most suiia- 
ble sitvation for the new capital of the 
Chinese empire, under the new condi- 
tions. 

“ ‘It is proposed by his Majesty and his 
advisers that the forcign powers should 
declare a joint protectorate and under- 
take the task of governing the country 
through his majesty.’

INTERESTING TRIALS IN MACON COURTS 


Peculiar Case in the City Court. 


Signature to Note Alleged To 
Be a Forgery—Other News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., June 1l.—Hon ‘Tracy Jaxtec 
died this afternoon at ris residence, in 
this city, on Bond street. Except to rela- 
tives and intimate friends it was not gen- 


' erally known that Mr. Baxter was critic-

Typhoid fever was the cause of 
death. The decease] was about forty 
years old. He was one of Macon’s best 
known and popular citizens, and possess- 
ed an estate estimated to be worth about 
one hun:lred thousand dollars. Hea was 
the only child of the late Dr. John S. 
Baxter, who was one of Macon’s leading 
citizens. . 

Tracy Baxter possessed a brilliant mind 
and many admirable qualities. His na- 
ture was genial, and he had a heart warm 
and true. He was one of the best read 
men in the city. Mr. Baxter was a law- 
yer by profession. At one time he was in 
partnership with Hon. William H.~-Fel- 
ton, Jr., the present judge of the Macon 
Superior court circuit, and was also a 
partner of Hon. S. A. Reid. 

In 1890-91 Mr. Baxter represented Bibb 
county in the legislature. He was also 
city recorder. 

Mr. Baxter was first cousin of Mrs. 
William H. Felton, Jr., and Mrs. George 
W. Duncan, of Macon. 

About three years ago Mr. Baxter mar- 
ried Miss Willie Tinsley, daughter of Mr. 
a. D. Tinsley, of this city. She and one 
son survive him. 

The death of Mr. Baxter causes general 
sorrow throughout the city. 

Important Court Business. 

All the courts of the city had interest- 
ing business today. In the superior court 
Ed Robbins, a white man, was ac- 
quitted of the charge of burglarizing the 
store of Mr J. W. Johnson. It was al- 
leged that he and Tom Cobb were asso- 
ciates in the ro»dbery. Both men scouted 
around for some time, but Cobb was first 
captured, tried, convicted and sentenced 
to the chaingang for eight months. Hg 
recently served out his sentence, and the 
day he was release@ from the gang Ed 
Robbins was arrested and put in jail, 
where he has remained until today, when 
he was tried and acquitted, as the state 
could not prove Robbins’s connection with 
the burglary. As soon as Cobb had serv- 
ed his sentence on the Bibb chaingang he 
went to Atlanta, where he robbed a 
clothing store on Whitehall street, and 
was arrested a short distance from At- 
lanta with the stolen goods on him. 

The case of the state against Wilev 
Freeman, charged with the murder of 
James Dean, was not heard today, but 
was postpcned until June 25th. 

A Peculiar Case. 

The city court, Judge Nottingham pre- 
siding, has been engaged today hearing 
the case of J. D. Head, the Fourth street 
merchant, against U. M. Gunn and Mrs. 
H. A. Gunn. In the spring of 1893 a 
ninety-day note, signed by U. M. Gunn 
and Mrs. H. A, Gunn, was given Head 
for farming supplies furnished the de- 
fendants.

Havana, June 11—Of late Governor Gen- 
@ral Wood has had many callers, among 
them lawyers, bankers, merchants and 
even two members of the former cabinet, 
who have taken the position that the 
United States government is going ahead 
‘too fast in the direction of granting in- 
dependence to Cuba. Those who take this 
ground assign it ag the reason for their 
decision not to join in the coming elec- 
tions. They point out that there is not a 
single candidate in the island who !s not 
a professional politician and they argue 
fhat to turn Cuba over to men of this 
class would mean her absolute ruin. 

As one expressed himself, it would be 
‘abandonment 

“Would you leave 
naked to our enemies?’ 

These visits and statements were the 
result of an interview with General Wood 
published by The Discuscion, in which he 
was reported as saying that in all prob- 
ability a constitutional convention would 
be called in September next, consisting of 
all the mayors elected. Business circles 
were thoroughly alarmed by this an- 
nouncement, although there is no doubt 
that a great majority of the people re- 
ceived it with favor. 

Colonel Carlos Cespedes, discussing the 
matter today, said: 

“The interview which Senor Goronado, 
editor of The Discuscion, secured with 
Genera] Wood has made an admirable im- 
pression. Genera] Wood promised us that 
the elections should take place in June, 
and he is about to keep his promise. Now, 
according to the interview, he says that a 
national convention will probably be 
called in September to draw up a consti- 
tution. Our people are disposed to trust 
him, especially after the way he is keep- 
ing his promise regarding elections. 

“Many Americans do not understand 
the Cubans. We are quiet people and the 
Americans are apt to mistake our quiet- 
ness for submissiveness. Personally, I 
have no doubt independence wil be 
granted, but if the United States govern- 
ment should declare that it will not fulfill 
its promise or should refuse a formal de- 
mand by the Cubans for independence, 
then the Cubans will take to the woods, 
burning everything capable of destruc- 
tion by fire, sugar estates, towns and 
wharves.”’

| . THE PASSING THRONG. 


Dr. T. B,.. Bush, a well-known physi- 
cian of Lawrenceville, Ga., has just come 
into possession of the sword which his 
father, the late Major E. T. Bush, of the 
Thirtieth Tennessee regiment, carried 
during three years of the civil war. The 
story of the finding of thig relic of the 
war is an interesting one. 

During the civil war James Curry, who 
is now a prominent Presbyterian muunister 
of Oakland, Cal., was stationed with his 
regiment, the One Hundred and Ejighty- 
seventh Ohio volunteer infantry, at Ma- 
con. While there he was detailed to take 
charge of a squad of men with several 
army wagons and search for some arms 
which were supposed to be concealed near 
the city. 

On a plantation several miles away 
there was found and secured a _ large 
number of weapons of various kinds and 
among the lot was an officer's handsome 
sword, which fell into the hands of Dr. 
Curry. The sword was thirty-six inches 
long and of very fine workmanship. The 
letterg ““C. S."" were upon the guard and 
the biade was beautifully flowerea and 
polished. It bore the inscription. ‘‘Adj. 
E. T. Bush, 3th Tenn.” 

Dr. Curry often wondered if the urizi- 
nal owner was still living and had said 
that if he could find Bush ne would re- 
turn the weapon to him. About two 
years ago W. H, Chamberlin, an elder in 
Dr. Curry’s church, was in the pastor’s 
Study one day and observed the sword 
hanging on the wall. When he saw the 
lettering on the blade he stated that his 
wife had a cousin of that same name 
who had been in the confederate army. 

Thig proved to be the case and Dr. 
Curry at once wrote to Major Bush offer- 
ing to return the sword. The letter was 
probably missent. It never reached the 
one £0 whom it was written. Last Feb- 
ruary, Dr. Curry received a letter from 
Major Bush’s son asking about the sword. 

The sword was at once sent to Dr. 
Bush, but before sending ijt. however, Dr. 
Curry preached a special sermon to his 
congregation, during which he related the 
story of the interesting war relic and how 
it came to be in his possession, 

Major Bush, who was a gallant soldier 
In the Tennessee regiment and fought in 
many Of the great battles of the civil 
war, died about two years ago. During 
the war he was Captured att Jonesboro 
in 1864. 

Dr. Bush passed through Atlanta yes- 
terday, taking with him the sword which 
his father bad carried in a number of 
battles more than thirty years ago, and 
which he might never have seen had not 
the good elder away across the conitinent 
given in to his curiosity and read the 
letters engraved upon the keen blade of 
the weapon.

Washington, June 11.—(Special.)—While | 


the purpose of the democratic managers 
to shove imperialism and trusts to the 
front as the two main issues of the 
coming campaign is reflected in the demo- 
cratic state platforms that have been 
made, these same platforms also empha- 
size the fact that there is to be at Kan- 
sas City no abandonment of the princi- 
ples of the Chicago platform. 

In those states where the Chicago plat- 
form ig not indorsed in specific terms, 
there has been, with but four exceptions, 
reaffirmation of the principles of that 
platform—which, of course, means @X- 
actly .the same thing as specific indorse- 
ment of the platform. 

The list which Chairman Jones has at 
his office at the capitol shows that New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and Mary- 
land are the only states in which the 
democrats have not stood by the Chicago 
platform. In somie of these platforms the 
wording of the indorsement is stronger 
than in ‘others, but in all of them there is 
reference to and re-affirmation of that 
platform of 1896. 

Maryland ts the only state that has act- 
ed so far which did not specifically in- 
struct its delegates for Mr. Bryan. The 
Maryland platform cantains, however, 
about as eloquent a tribute to Mr. Bryan 
as was ever pald any party leader. The 
platform adopted makes no specific refer- 
ence to that Chicago document. 

New York, Connecticut and New. Jer- 
sey- do not indorse the Chicago platform, 
but they do instruct for Bryan. The Con- 
necticut platform, like that of New York, 
pledges support to whatever platform 
shall be adopted at Kansas City. This 
Connecticut platform is very short and is 
calculated to give just as much comfort 
to the silver men as it does to others, for 
in addition to jJnstructing for Mr. Bryan 
it requests the delegates to the national 
convention ‘‘to advocate the adoption of a 
platform embodying the fundamental 
principles of democracy which he so ably 
represents.’’ 


The states which have instructed for 
Bryan and re-affirmed the Chicago plat- 
form are: 

Kansas, North Dakota, Washington, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, North Caro- 
lina, New Hampshire, Michigan, Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Virginia, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Indiana, Missouri, Idaho, 
West Virginia, Colorado and the District 
of Columbia.

The people of the United States are pay- 
ing 31,000,000 a day for tropical products 
used in manufacturing or food and drink 
and most of which are produced in great- 
er or less degree or can be readily pro- 
duced in the islands which have come into 
closer relationship with the United States 
through the events of the past two yeurs. 
The April summary of, commerce and 
finance, which has just been issued by the 
treasury bureau of statistics, shows that 
in ten months ending with April our im- 
ports of tropical products have been $300,- 
000,000 In value, thus averaging fully a inil- 
lion dollars a day and indicating that for 
the full vear they will reach $385,000,000. 

India ‘rubber, fibers, raw silk, cotton, 
guns, cabinet woods, indigo, ivory, dye- 
woods and certain lines of chemicals 
make up the share of this vast sum which 
the manufacturers of the United States 
take and require in constantly increasing 
quantities. The importation of raw ma- 
terials for use in manufacturing has in- 
creased steadily and now forms more than 
one-third of our total imports and the 
large proportion of this comes from the 
tropics. Of India rubber alone the im- 
ports of the ten months amount to more 
than $27,000,000; of fibers, to $20,000,000; of 
unmanufactured silk, $40,000,000; of cotton 
over $7,000,000; of gums, more than $5,000,- 
000, while cabinet woods, dyewoods, indl- 
go and ivory also aggregate several mil- 
lions. 

Of the. constantly increasing proportion 
of imports of foodstuffs, sugar of course 
is first, and of that, the proportion which 


comes from the tropics is vastly greater 


in the post year than in immediately 
preceding vears, the Dutch East Indles,

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SOUTHWARD HO! 


The good old Bishop Berkeley, three 
centuries ago, would have written this if 
his prophetic vision had comprehended 
what has since come to pass. 

‘What do I see in the morning of the 
twentieth century of the south?” I ask- 
ed one day. 

The reply surprised me. This man-said 
that the south has an empire of a half 
million square miles. This is four times 
larger than England, Ireland and Scot- 
land, and more than seven times larger 
than the whole area of the New England 
states. 


In the past the south was a purely 
agricultural section; but the new condi- 
tions of another age have changed all 
this.

England and middle states combined 
gained only about 22 per cent. 


During the following years the census 
returns showed the most marvelous in- 
crease ever known in history. 

Southern values leaped upward, and 
they have béen going on ever since. In 
our prophetic view of the south in -the 
near future we see vast Pittsburgs—the 
great centers of vaster iron fields—sur- 
rounded by the proper districts—a net- 
work of New England mills, surrounded 
by something better than ever surmount- 
ed the sunny hills. 

Just after our civil war Judge Kelley, 
of Pennsylvania, who was always a rec- 
ognized iron authority, predicted the rap- 
id development of this section. 

The iron king of Pennsylvania knew 
what he was about when he proclaimed 
our coming power. He foresaw our de- 
velopment as an iron power, but he never 
thought of our future as a cotton power, 


Great changes are coming in the near 
future, and when we frong the coming 
century, the new south will be ready for 
her destiny. 


New England and Great Britain will 
not be able to successfully compete with 
us in the manufacture of cotton and iron. 
Pig Iron Kelley’s views have more than 
been sustained. 

The south passed through her exception- 
al period of affliction and depression, and 
then began her era of development. We 
who enjoy the lights of the twentieth 
century can better appreciate these 
things. We see that the world no longer 
depends upon Pennsylvania for coal, tron 
and steel. These come from the coal an 
iron fields of the south. ‘ 


Ié is now evident that the south will 
soon manufacture most of her cotton and 
iron product. Liverpool no longer dic- 
tates the price of cotton. It is done here 
in the home of “King Cotton.”

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ALABAMA AND SUPERIOR TO 
DOMINATE THE IRON WORLD 
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BY ABRAM S. HEWITT. 


Baltimore, June 11.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)\—The Manufacturers’ 
this week publishes and extensive inter- 


view with Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt, one of 


the world’s most noted iron masters, re- 
viewing the progress of the fron and steel 
interests and pointing out the rapid in- 
crease in the consumption of iron through- 
out the world. After pointing out 
that the world is 
about every thirty or thirty-five years 
and illustrating it by the fact that thirty- 
five years ago his firm furnished the iron 
work for the first iron fireproof office 
building erected in New York, and that 
today that building is being demolished 
to be replaced by another iron building 


more in keeping with the advance of re- 


cent years, Mr, Hewitt says: 

“The consumption of iron has increased 
more rapidly than any one ever predicted. 
Nearly fifty years ago, or in 1856, In an 
address before the American Geographical 
Society, I indicated that judging by the 
past it would be conservative to estimate 
the production of pig iron in the world for 
1895 at 28,000,000 tons and in 1915 at 48,000,000. 
On this basis the output of 1899 should 
have been about 35,000,00 tons, but as a 
matter of fact it was about 40,000,000 tons. 
In 189 Mr. Edward Atkinson, without 
knowing of my prediction made in 1856, in 
an elaborate article written by him for 
The Manufacturers’ Record, estimated 
that we could safely count on the world’s 
consumptive demands requiring 40,000,000 
tons by 1900. His estimate, like mine, 
seemed to many to be too high, but last 
year the world consumed over 4,000,000 
tons, and yet the demand was greater 
than the supply. 

“These facts, which are familiar to 
thinking people, indicate the worderful 
strides which the whole world has been 
making in the consumption of tron. But 
iron and steel are now going into so many 
new uses that we may more reasonably 
look for an accelerating rate of growth as 
compared with population than for any 
decrease. Steel car making, an industry 
of only a few years, in fact, an infant in- 
dustry, is already consuming about 400,000 
to 500,000 tons of steel a year. These cars, 
carrying 100,000 pounds of freight instead 
of the 40,000 or #,000 pounds carried by 
wooden cars, are requiring heavier loco- 
motives, heavier rails, heavier and 
stronger bridges, and so their introduction 
almost forces the gradual rebuilding of 
many of our railroads. Large office build- 
ings, even costly private dwellings, are 
now almost exclusively framed of tron. 
The whole world is busy in building ships 
for war as well as for commerce; every 
town must geeds have its waterworks 
and sewerage systems; electric railways 
are no longer confined to cities, but are 
spreading out into suburban districts and 
connecting smaller municipalities. The 
appetite for iron and stee] seems almost 
insatiable.

‘In this new era in the world’s iron 
trade we have entered upon a period of 
permanently higher prices. I donot mean 
that we shall not have periods of activity 
and of depression as in the past, but we 
shall probably never again get down into 
such depths as we had a few years ago. 
The increasing consumption of tron and 
steel, the increasing cost of production in 
Kurope and the centralization of these 
industries in strong hands instead of be- 
ing in weak ones will keep the business on 
a basis of steady and reasonably profit- 
able operation. ‘ 

“The supremacy in this industry has al- 
ready passed from Great Britain to the 
United States. While our production is 
now at the rate of about 14,000,000 tons a 
year, Great Britain’s is less than 10,000,000. 
The supremacy has been permanently 
established in this country, ana this 
means in the not very distant future the 
supremacy in shipbuilding and in al] the 
interests based on coal and iron and steel. 
Its world-wide effects, its influeance upon 
trade and transportation, upon commerce 
and finances of the world, is beyond our 
power at present to fully grasp. 

“The two great centers for dominating 
the iron and steel of the world are to be 
the Lake Superior region, with its besse- 
mér ores, on_one side and Alabama, with 
its basic ores, on the other. The growth 
of the basic steel industry, now that it 
has been fairly started in the south, ought 
to be very rapid. That section, with its 
abundant stores of ore and coal and jime- 
stone in such close proximity as is 
found in Alabama, bids fair within the 
next quarter of a century to dominate 
the basic steel] industry of the world. Be- 
fore the war I foresaw the strength of 
the south’s iron-making possibilities, and 
in 1857 had a report made on the wh 
Birmingham district. The war came on 
and made it impossible to develop these 
interests, and when the war ended the 
iron and steel business had become 8s? 
strongly fixed in the north that the south 
labored under great disadvantages, Not 
only have I always shown my faith in the 
south by my words, but to the extent of 
my ability outside of my business inter 
ests in the north I have been an investor 
in southern tron and coal _ propetties.

SPANISH GUNS FOR 
STATEHOUSE HERE 


Two Artillery Pieces Secured by Goy- 
ernor Arrived Sunday. 


BIG CROWDS VIEW THE GUNS 


— 


Will Be Placed in Front of Capitol 


Entrance Today. 


WILL ADD TO BEAUTY OF SURROUNDING 


The Guns Will Be Placed to Advan- 
tage on Either Side of Wash- 
ington Street Entrance. 


The two big siege guns taken from the 
Spanish fortifications at Santiago and se- 
cured for the state by Governor Candler 
on his recent visit to Washington arrived 
in the city Sunday morning and were seen 
yesterday on a giding near the Mitchell 
Street viaduct by a large crowd. 

Assistant Adjutant General] Phill G. 
Byrd is making the preparations for the 
removal of the guns to the statehouse, 
where they will be placed permanently, 
one on either side of the Washington 
street entrance. According to the plan 
for their arrangements the two souvenirs 
of the Spanish-American war will add 
materially to the beauty of the capitol 
grounds, as some expense will be gone to 
to place them where they will show to 
the best advantage. There will be no 
ceremony by the state over the placing of 
the guns and Colonel Byrd expects to 
have them permanently arranged this 
evening. 

Notice was received some months ago 
by the chief executive that the two guns 
would be forwarded from the Brooklyn 
navy yard in a short time. On his visit 
to Washington two weeks ago Governor 
Candler made inquiry as to the pieces and 
was allowed then by the officers of the 
navy department to take his choice of the 
souvenirs in the Brooklyn yard. The two 
selected by the governor were the Jargest 
in the possession of the government anda 
promise was given him by the officials 
that the guns would be sent south at 
once, 

The expense of the giipment by rail 
from Brooklyn and that of arranging the 
pieces in front of the statepjouse is all that 
the state will bear, but in view of the 
active part taken by Georgia in the war 
and the genera] desire for the guns.to be 
placed at the statehouse Governor Can- 
dler did not hesitate fo accept the offer 
of the navy department. 

The guns are antiquated in type and 
represent the implements of warfare 
used in Europe fully 100 years ago. Hence 
they were not employed in the defense of 
Santiago, but the mere fact that they 
were formerly of Spanish ownership gives 
them the necessary interest for the pub- 
lic.

SENATE COMMITTEE - REPORT 
THAT THE EVIDENCE OF 
THEIR HARMFULNESS IS 
OVERWHELMING. 


Efforts To Pass Pure Food Laws Op- 
posed by the Alum Trust. 
Speech of Senator Mason. 


Senator Mason’s speech in the senate 
upon the subject of pure food embraces

Alum Absolutely Unfit for Food. 


When we made this report we made it 
based on the evidenve before us, and the 
evidence is simply overwhelming. I do 
not care how big a lobby there may be 
here for the alum baking powders, I do 
not care how many memorials they pub- 
lish, there is no place in the human econ- 
omy of human food for this thing called 
alum. The overwhelming evidence of the 
leading physicians and scientists of this 
country is that it is absolutely unfit to 
go into human food, and that in many 
cases—if the gentleman will read the evi- 
dence. some of the physicians say they 
can trace cases in their own practice— 
there are diseases of the kidneys due -to 
the perpetual use of alum fm their daily 
bread. I want to give the senate an 
idea of this class of men we have called. 
They ate the leading scientists from every 
college of the United States that we 
could get hold of. We had open doors, 
and no witness ever came before that 
Committee in the twelve months we were 
hearing evidence but who was permitted 
to testify. 

The leading physicians of the world 
say that cream of tartar is a pure, natu- 
ral, healthy food product. It is a product 
of the grape, and when it is put in solu- 
tien in the bread with soda, if there is 
a residuum left it does not hurt the stom- 
ach, and it does not go into nor injure the 
brain or the blood or the kidneys. 

Alum a Mineral Poison. 

When you mix a mineral poison, as 
they all say that alum is, it is impossibie 
to mix it always to such a degree that 
there will not be a residuum left of alum. 
which produces aiumina and which con- 
tributes largely to the diseases of the 
people in this country.

In deference to this reqvest from the 
committee the testimony of the witresses 
examined last night is not given. 

In its deliberations last night the com- 
mittee decided that secrecy should be 
maintained because the testimony will 
lose force by being published prior to the 
trial in case one should be held; the mem. 
bers of the- committee were also of the 
opinion that future witnesses might be 
induced to withhold pert of their test!- 
mony through fear that it would be pwb. 
lished. 

It was for these reasons that the request 
was made to The Constitution, although 
the committee realized that the testimony 
given by this paper was obtained in a 
legitimate manner, and did not come from 
any member of the committee. 

Chairman Welch said last night in mak- 
ing the request for secrecy: 


The committee of which I am chalir- 
man appreciates thoroughly the enter- 
prise of The Constitution in obtaining 
the testimony, despite the endetvors to 
keep it secret, We also are confident no 
member of the committee or any of its 
officials have ylolated their pledge to 
keep the testimony secret. We request 
The Constitution not to publish the 
evidence bhecause we believe it should 
be kept secret until it is given to coun- 
cil In-the report of the committee.”’ 
The testimony published by The Constt!- 


tution thus far has been correct and none 
of the witnesses 


who have made state- 
ments concerning the matter have ques- 
tioned the accuracy of the reports. 

The testimony last night furnised some 
sensational facts. It was given by five 
men, Those who appeared are:

HE DISREGARDED SUMMONS 


Court Then Excused Him from Duty 
at This Time on Account 
of Illness. 


For attempting to avoid jury duty, Gor- 
don P. Kiser, a well-known young busi- 
ness man, was yesterday fined $25 by 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin, the presiding officer 
of the Fulton superior court. 

Mr. Kiser, it seems, had been regularly 
drawn as a juror in the superior court 
and his summons was placed in. the 
hands of Bailiff F. E. DeBray, of the 
sheriff’s office, for service. The bailiff 
stated that he had considerable troubie 
in serving the summons, ard that the man 
pointed out to him as Mr. Kiser denied 
that such was his name. 

In the court yesterday morning it was 
brought out that the summons hag been 
served, but the juror had failed to appear, 
having sent an unsworn certificate from @ 
physician to the effect that he was not 
well enough to serve on the jury. In the 
meantime the court was acquainted with 
the fact that Mr. Kiser was at his office, 
and notice was sent him that if he was 
able to be at his place of business, he was 
well enough to appear in person at court 
and make his excuses under oath. 

Still he did not appear, and an attach- 
ment was then issued. It was served by 
Deputy N. A: Chastain, and the juror at 
once revorted to the court. He stated that 
he was then too ill to serve as a juror, buf 
admitted in substance that he had en- 
deavored to avoid service. He said that 
it had been his intention to geo to New 
York. but that his sicKness had inter- 
fered with his plans. 

The court then impose”! a fine of $25, 
almost immediately paid. 


The following was the order of the court 


in the case: 

Whereas. Gordon P. Kiser, of Fulton coun- 
tv, was recularly drawn as a juror to serve 
at the present term of Fulton superior court, 
and a summons was regularly issued and 
placed by the sheriff in the hands of a bafliff, 
who {ts now In attendance on the said court, 


land at said time was acting under order and 


direction of the sheriff, for service on said Gor- 
don P. Kiser. commanding him to be and ap- 
pear for service as a juror on this day: and 
whereas, said bailiff, in the discharge of his 
duty, went to the place of business of said 
Kiser, for the purpose of serving said sum- 
mons: and whereas, said Kiser cought to avoid 
the service upon him and to prevent said bailiff 
from recognizing him or identifying him, (he 
being personally unknown to the said bailiff 
seeking to conceal his identity). and 
thus to escape service of such summons and 
service on the jury; and whereas, said Kiser 
having nevertheless afterwards been summon- 
ed, did not promptly appear in response there- 
to. at the time in said summons fixed, but 
sent an unsworn certificate from @ physician 
to the court to the effect that he’ was not

| well enough to serve on the jury;-and where- 


as, it appeared to the court that he was at 


‘his place of business; and whereas, upon no- 
| tice having been sent to him that if he was 
| not sick in bed but was able to be at his place 


' of business, 


he must appear and make his 
excuses under oath, he still did not promptly 
aypear, and an attachment was issued against 
him: and whereas, upon the return thereof he 
appeared and testified that he was then too 
unwell to sit on the jury, but in substance 
admitted that before his sickness he endeavor- 
ed to avoid service of the summons upon him 
as above stated; and whereas, it is essen- 
tial to a proper administration of the laws and 
the maintenance of the jury system, and of 
the business community and

i rivais in the city are expected tonight. 


The session of the state commlitee to- 
morrow will be devoted to the prepara- 
tiors for the democtatic gathering of the 
following day, and the work of the com- 
mittee will greatly facilitate that of the 
convention. Returns in all the primaries 
held on May loth for judge and solicitor 
are to be turned over to the chairman of 
the state committee. These returns will 
be placed before the committee tumorrow 
in order that they may be complied so the 
result in each race can be announced to 
the convention without delay. As the 
practical cperation of the constitutjonal 
amendnient affecting the election of 
judges and solicitors is now under way 
for the iirst time, the part the committee 
is to play in arranging the returns is, 
of course, a new one to that body.

Dr. Stewart, who was on hand at the 
Session of the convention, accepted the 
nomination under the instructions of the 
delegates from Clay, Randolph and Teér- 
rell counties. The nominee of the dem- 
ocrats of the eleventh igs one of the 
strongest party leaders of his district and 
as a member of the next upper house, a 
position of prominence and influence is 
predicted for him. 


Hon. Fulton Colville, of Fulton, is be- 
ing prominently mentioned for one of the 
two places of elector from the state at 
large and there is every reason for his 
friends to beliéve that his name will be 
favorably considered by the convention. 
The position is one of responsibility and 
the well-known ability of Fulton Colville 
leaves no doubt that if chosen by the 
convention he will perform the duties re- 
quired of him with credit to the state.

FROM GREENWICH 


Gives Up Southern Department of That 
Company. 


OFFICE WILL BE CLOSED 


General Agent Barton, of New York, 
Is in Charge, 


RESIGNATION WAS ENTIRELY VOLUNTARY 


Some Other Minor Agency Changes 
Made in Atlanta—The Non-Can- 
cellation Clause.

Themas Peters has resigned the south- 
ern management of the Greenwich In- 
surance Company and his department 
will be abolished. Hereafter the agants 
and the field force will report directly 
to the home office in New York instead of 
through Atlanta, as in the past. 

Mr. Peters’s resignation was entimly 
voluntary and was accepted with regret 
by the officers of the Greenwich, His 
resignation was unexpected and was (en- 
dered because Mr. Peters felt that his 
other interests deserved more of his per- 
sonal attention. 

C. D. Barton, general agent of the 
Greenwich Insurance Company, arrived 
in Atlanta early yesterday morning and 
at onee took charge of the office.
